THE SELECT COMMITTEE appointed to Inquire into and Report on the 
Laws regulating Savings Banks, in with a view to ilieir Amend- 

ment, and to wlioin Petitions from Tralee and Killarney and Duhlhi 

relating thereto were refarred ; Have, pursuant to t!ie Order of The 

House, examined the Matters to them referred, and hav«?>^greed to the 
following R.EPORT: 

\rOUR COMMITTEE has proceeded with the Inquiry entrusted to them by 
-5- The House, but owing to the late period of the Session they have found 
themselves unable to bring it to a satisfactory conciusion ; and they are of 
opinion that it is advisable that a further Inquiry should take plucc, cither 
during the Recess or in the next Session of Parliament, into the existing system 
of Savings Banks. They are of opinion, however, that it is expedient that a 
Bill should be introduced in the present Sdesiou of Parliament, regulating the 
liahilily of Trustees of Savings Banks, and providing for the appointnaent of 
Auditors of the Accounts of Savings Baiiks.
